It was asked yesterday that we share the sampling precautions
to minimize the contaminations. The following are some of the steps to take during PFAS sample collection to minimize
PFAS contamination.

FIELD EQUIPMENT
Samples should be collected in appropriate containers.

Sampling materials must be made from stainless steel, HDPE, acetate, silicon, or polypropylene.

Field Reagent Blank {FRB) should be collected to ensure the cross contamination is minimum during sample
collection and handling, because PFAS are common in many consumer and industrial products.

Must not contain Teflon (aka PTFE) materials.

No waterproof field books can be used.

No adhesives (i.e. Post-It Notes) can be used.

No sharpies and permanent markers; use ball point pens.

Do not use blue ice packs; use ice only.

Use only PFAS-free water, alconox, and/or liquinox to decontaminate equipment.

FIELD CLOTHING and PPE

Only use wet weather gear and safety boots made of polyurethane and PVC.
Do not use clothing, boots, or materials containing Gore-Tex, Tyvek.

Do not use clothes laundered with fabric softeners {unless laundered many times to ensure fabric softener is

removed before wearing in field.

Avoid cosmetics, moisturizers, hand creams sunscreens and insect repellants that may contain PFAS.
